However, have we not

Incarna- 
tions of the good, 
providing opportunities 
to contemplate im- 
aginatively concrete 
moral truth, they 
enhance and enrich con- 
sciousness.

Spacious halls, wide 
doors and high ceilings 
grace Hotel Roberts, a 
Provo City landmark at 
2nd. So. and Univiersity 
for nearly a century. 

Few modern hotels 
constructed along cost— 
effective principles can 
match the quiet elegance 
of this old hotel. And 
none can match its rates. 
For $8.50 a night, guests 
get a double—room with 
bath and color TV. That 
is, when a guest can find 
an opening. For the past 
seven years Hotel

an impressive figure in 
the hotel industry. 

Also impressive is 
Hotel Roberts’ manage- 
ment. In late 1919 Mark 
Anderson, a forester and 
artist who served four 
terms as Provo’s mayor, 
and his sister, Myrtle 
Burton, took over the 
hotel from the Roberts 
family. And it’s been in 
the family ever since. “I 
was one-year old when 
my dad came here,” says 
Mark Anderson, Jr., the 
current general 
manager. “I’ve worked 
here all my lifestarted 
bellhopping as a kid- 
except when I was in the 
army from 1942-45.” 

As Anderson intermit- 
tently pauses to answer

recalls Hotel Roberts 
was built in three incre-

built in 1885. About 1900 
the part fronting Univer- 
sity Ave. was added, and 
a north wing was built in 
1906. “I remember there 
were three different 
colors of bricks. In 1926 
we covered the bricks 
with stucco and added 
the Spanish arches. 

He walks out the back 
door and stops, ‘Old 
hotels tend to die 
because they’re located 
in downtown areas where 
parking becomes a 
premium,” says Ander- 
son while overlooking 
the paved parking lot in 
the rear. 

“We used to have an 
ice house out here and 
also chicken pens and a 
garden to raise fresh 
flowers for the dining 
room tables. In the very 
early days the cows used 
ie come down.

“In 1958 Dad got sick 
and I became manager,” 
notes Anderson, who 
puts in a lot of hours 
around the hotel. “I’m 
usually up by 5 a.m. and 
here by 7 a.m., watching 
the desk, checking peo- 
ple in and out. Every five 
years. I get Christmas 
day off.’ There are few 
holidays in the 
demanding hotel 
business. 


Family affair 


The entire family- 
Andersons and Burtons- 
have worked in the hotel. 
“T managed the dining 
room for 25 years,” says 
the 83-year-old co- 
owner, Myrtle Burton. “I 
attribute my long life to 
hard work. My husband 
and I would work seven 
days a week.”

home, Mrs. Burton 
retrieves a dining room 
menu dating from 1918, 
before she took it over. A 
sirloin steak listed for 60 
cents, ham and eggs for 
45. ‘*The Roberts 
charged more than I 
did,” the grandmotherly 
hostess declares with 
pride. “I served a nice 
steak dinneralways with 
my hot rollsfor a dollar. 
Later I had to raise that 
to $1.25. 

The dining room was 
the scene of countless 
civic banquets in those 
days, and when the 
weather was good, meals 
would be served on the 
lawn or under the flower- 
ing wisteria arbor, plan- 
ted by the senior Ander- 
son from a single small 
cutting. 

“My wedding dinner 
in 1942 was the last meal 
served in the dining 
room,” -reminisces An- 
derson. ‘“Now we’ve con- 
verted that space into 
nine additional rooms,” 
bringing the total to 58. 
About 25 rooms are oc- 
cupied by more-or-less 
permanent residents. 

“tT moved here in 
August of 1964,” says 
Donald A. Park, 66, a 
retired Geneva overhead 
crane operator. “I guess 
that gives me seniority. 
I’ve been treated won- 
derful here, and I don’t 
think Ill ever leave.”

of satisfying music 


to joyful Y audience

A musical group with 
as many hits on record as 
“Bread” can’t help but 
give a great concert. Fri- 
day night’s in the 
Marriott Center was 
proof of that, as “Bread” 
tirelessly performed one 
great song after another 
and established mar- 
velous rapport with a 
literally ‘‘turned-on’”’ 
BYU audience. 

As the group began its 
portion of the concert 
with “It Don’t Matter to 
Me,” the audience rose 
to its feet as if impelled 
by a magic hand—or 
tired seats. They con- 
tinued to manifest what 
“Bread” leader David 
Gates termed the “‘jack- 
in-a-box~’ effect 
throughout the evening. 


Elastic style 


“Bread” has the kind 
of elasticity of style that 
keeps audiences excited, 
exhilarated and lulled, 
alternately. Interest 
never ebbed. The con- 
trast between them and 
the front act performers, 
“Jelly,” was obvious in 
several ways. During the 
slow, sweet melodic 
numbers which make 
“Bread” so popular, not 
a sound was heard in the 
audience, as they 
listened, spellbound. 
“Jelly” offered two slow, 
quieter numbers, and 
during both boredom 
manifested itself in audi- 
ble whispers all over the 
Marriott Center. 

On the whole, “Jelly” 
was enjoyable, especially 
when the young lady 


with the surprisingly 
powerful husky voice 
stepped to the mike, ut- 
tered “Mormons, huh?’ 
(followed by audience 
cheers) and proceeded to 
sing an exciting blues- 
ragtime number, shak- 
ing her feather boa the 
whole time. The pianist 
was fantastic. “Jelly” 
will be a great musical 
experience when it 
decides on a style and 
gets a little more dis- 
cipline into the act. The 
group’s sounds were not 
clean and well-defined, 
as were those of 
“Bread.” 


Multi-talent 


Each member of 
“Bread’’ is a skilled 
musician and each got 
his turn to show his 
talent during the con- 
cert. “Daughter” showed 
the talents of the pianist, 
and “Diary” gave David 
Gates a showcase for his 
clear, tenderly sweet 
voice. Singer (Brother) 
Griffin demonstrated his 
vocal flexibility and 
range with “Part-Time 
Love,” after which local 
celebrities Donny and 
Marie Osmond 
welcomed the group to 
BYU with a pizza from 
Heaps. Gates was 
gracious in his 
acceptance—“Thanks, 
but I like pepperoni.” 

“Hooked On You,” 
from ‘“Bread’s” newest 
album, was reminiscent 
of other great “Bread” 
hits, such as “Baby I’m- 
A Want You,’ and 
“Look What You’ve 
Done.” It’s a song with a 
story, a sort of ballad. 
“‘Bread’s” style is great 
because of great, 


meaningful and un- 
derstandable lyrics, 
coupled with melodic 
and simple, almost 
beautiful music. 
“Hooked On You” will 
be another long-time 
favorite. 

“The Chosen One,”’ 
sung by Gates, was 
another such melodic, 
romantic tune. 

The audience again 
roared with cheers when 
Gates explained that 
“Everything I Own” was 
written in memory of his 
father, who grew up in 
St. George, Utah.
